the capacitance being adjustable. The closest prior art of record Mandai et al US Pat. 
5,436,601 (Of record) discloses that the capacitance is substantially fixed. With 
regards to claiml3, the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly teach the 

capacitance being a diode.
